MOVING PLATFOKP/i: 


Cultivating; the Sahara. 


Many travelers hove entertained san- 


fi-i4i:ie views regarding the cultivation 
of the Sahara. While it^eems hopeless ' 
that the arid plateau could ever be Im- 
proved, it is pointed out by Mr. Des- 
cbanel in the Revue Scientifique that 
looal experiments at ElGolea and else- 
where prove that in valleys favored 
with a small amount of water, such 
trees as the acacia, eucalyptus, tamarisk 
and poplar can be successfully grown. 
The poplar proves to be most capable 
if resisting the influence of the desert. 
Under the shelter of these trees fruits- 
ond vegetables can be cultivated.

, A Deliefou Apricot Pudding. 
Soak half a pound of "evaporated* , 


California apricots. Cook them slowly ' 
for three or four hours until the liquid 
around them is nearly absorbed. Make 
a batter of two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, melted with a cup of hot milk. Stii 
in a heaping cupful of flour when tho 
milk boils, and continue stirring two 
minutes, or until the batter "cleaves 
from" the side of the pan. Add to,this 
batter three yolks of eggs, beating them 
each in carefully. Finally stir in a large 
tablespoonful of sugar, half a cupful ol 
cold milk, and when this is mixed in 
add the whites of three egga beaten to 
a very stiff froth. Fold in the whites 
of the eggs carefully, so as not to breul; 
them down. Put first a layer of, thin 
batter in a rather high buttered and 
sugared tin mold and then a layer ol 
stewed apricots. Continue, making the 
last layer one of-batter. Steam the 
pudding two hours and serve it with 
a nice liquid sauce. Soft custard also 
makes a good sauce. The pudding will 
cook quicker if steamed in small tin 
cups holding about two gills each.—N.

nearly every building in Calcutta has 
been injured by the recent earthquake 
there, and that still greater damage 
has been done in the villages of the 
interior. 


This is not unexpected; that is, while 


we did not know of'an earthquake i» 
India, and had no special reason to ex- 
pect one, It was certain, from all pre- 
cedents, that we would sooner or later 
hear of a serious earthquake some 
where. 
Seismic disturbances always 


occur at nearly the same time at wide- 
ly different points of the earth. We 
of the United States are apparently 
less subject to them. 
When, there- 


fore, an. earthquake occurs here we 
may be quite sure of hearing in the 
next few days of a far more serioup 
one in some of the great seismic cen- 
ters of the world—the Grecian archi 
pelago, South America, India or Mai 
aysia. While, therefore, no one could 
predict just where the bad news would 
come from, scientists have for the past 
few weeks been expecting to hear o< 
serious earthquakes somewhere. 


This will go on record as an earth- 


quake year—not that there hna been 
so far any serious loss of life from 
these distxirbanccs, but that they have 
been exceptionally frequent and wide 
ly distributed. 
They have been se- 


vere, too, but, fortunately, free from 
loss of life, more by accident, it would 
seem, than from any special cause 
for there is no way of providing

that the seismic disturbances are yet 
over, tor they generally wind up in 
some severe shock before the earth 
rearranges kself.

Treasure* That Are Taken from the 


Indian Ocean and Persian Gulf. 
Pearl shells are valuable, and fine 


specimens ore hard to obtain. 
They 


are found in the Treamotee, Gambiei 
and Trihual groups oi islands. The 
choicest come from Macassar; these 
are tlje white-edged shells, worth $800 
a ton, and from these the finest pear) 
buttons are manufactured. 


The most celebrated pearl fisheries 


lie near the coast of Ceylon, the Persian 
gulf, and in the waters of Java am. 
Sumatra. The Australian coast in the 
neighborhood of Shank's bay and at 
Roebuck boy furnishes some very larg* 
shells, some of them weighing from 
two or three pounds each. The fisheries 
of Baja, Gulf of California, are very 
rich, France controlling the geme pro- 
cured there. The meat of the pear) 
oyster is readily bought by the China- 
men, who dry the leathery little hi- 
valvee or aeal .them up in cans and 
ship them to their countrymen, in San 
Francisco. 
The. pearl shells readily 


sell upon the spot at from $1.50 to five 
dollars per pound. 


Pearls and tears have for ages been 


associated, and the magic virtues of the 
pearl were held in high esteem in early 
times, OB they are to-day with the East 
Indians. 


It is said that Queen Margaret Tudor, 


consort of James IV. of Scotland, pre- 
vious to the battle of Flodden Field, 
had many presentiments of the disas- 
trous issue of that conflict, owing to a 
dream she had three nights in succes- 
Bion that jewel* .nd sparkling coro- 
nets were suddenly turned into pearls 
—which the superstitious believed were 
a sign of coming widowhood and o1 
tears. 


Pearls are of various colors, and in 


India the red pearls were highly prized 
by the Buddhists, who used them in 
adorning their temples.

formed to protect the shellfish. They 
are due to a secretion of shelly enb 
stance around some irritating particle, 
and their composition is the same as 
that of mother-of-pearl.—Capt. H. D.

The last sad rites attending tbe Inter- 


ment of the mortal remains of Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Barnes, ex-mayor, and a citi- 
zen beloved by everybody for bis ster- 
ling personal worth, were held last even- 
ing at the First Presbyterian cburob 
In tbe presence of a large assemblage of 
friends. 
Tbe deceased was one- of the 


early residents of Decatur and was one of 
our jnobt distinguished citizens He came 
here In 1868, and was the flrst mayor of 
our olty, under the present charter* hav- 
ing been elected In 1867. He was for a 
long time a member of the Deoatur board 
of education, and bad been president of 
the Deoator library board for 21 years. 
He served as chairman of tbe building 
committee 
foi 
tbe new Presbyterian 


oburob and was a popular member of the 
Deoatnr olub. Every good enterprise had 
bis support. His acquaintance in the olty 
and county, and in many sections of the 
country he had visited, was wide and 
pleasant. It was wSth feelings of geunina 
sorrow that bis Decatur friends gathered at 
the church last evening to pay their last 
tribute of respeot to tbe memory of tbe 
citizen whose sudden death In tbe 7ith 
year of his age at the Danville sanitarium 
on August 20, had caused such a shook In 
tho community. 


The service throughout was simple and 


beautiful, typlual of the life of Dr. Barnes. 
There was a great wealth of floral trib 
utes, varied In slza and design, beautiful- 
ly arranged about tbe altar and desk and 
on the organ rail, with drapVy of royal 
purple, and upon tbe heavy casket rested 
two large wreaths. One of tbe massive 
tributes was a broken column upon which 
rested a dove. It was the token of tbe 
Deoatur Public library board. The Deca 
tur olnb sent a large wreath of roses with 


D. C." in tho center In violets. 
Preceding the arrival of tbe remains 


from the home of Albert Barnes, where 
there was a brief prayer delivered by Bev. 
W. H. Prestley, Mrs. A. B. Alexander 
played Chopin's funeral marob, Chopin's 
prelude In C minor and from tbe "Tragic 
Sonata" by McDowell, upon tho oburob 
organ. 


Tlie Funeral Service. 


The pews near the altar were reserved 


for the family, relatives and friends, mem- 
bers of the libiaiy board, Deoatnr olub, 
school teachers and farm tenants of the 
deceased. 


Tbe choir, comprising D. L. Bunn, 


George Dunston, Mrs F. P. Howard and 
Mrs Robert Mueller, opened the service 
by singing, "Beloved, it Is Not Death to 
Go to Meet the Lord." Rev. W. H. Pen- 
hallegon, tbe pastor, read the scripture 
lesson, tbe responses being given by the 
ohoir, adding beauty and imprasslveness 
to the reading. 
An earnest and touching 


prayer, which was a sermon In itself, was 
delivered by Bev W. H. Prwttley, former 
pastor of the church. "My( Heavenly 
Home is Bright and Fair," was the next 
selection by tbe choir. 


Mr. Penhiillegon's Address. 


Bev. W. H. Funhallegon then said in 


part: 


"The best commentary on some lives Is 


the lives themselves. 
Tbe best memorial 


for some characters Is a brief and simple 
recital of some of the facts of their his 
tory. 
This is particularly true of tbe 


men, 
who in sympathy with the age and 


the community In whioh their lot la oast, 
so catotTf.be spirit of the one a,nd so Iden- 


ify themselves with tbe other that they 
become a part of eaon other." 


The speaker then gave a brief outline 


of Dr. Barnes' life and said: 


"This life was so true, this personality 


o gentle, so averse to ostentatious dls- 
ilay, tbat there Is danger of raying too 
much and thus oflendlng what he held as 
the canons of good taste But his life was 
so great In Its quiet, genuine, helpful ele- 
ment—the vury element tbal^ constitutes 
true greatness, tbat there Is danger of not 
saying enough. 


" r^ie closing of an ordinary life when 


its natural course Is run excites no great 
Interest. 
Men submit to It as bowing to 


the inevitable. This Is no ordinary event 
which has oome upon us, for It has taken 
suddenly and unexpectedly one of onr 
foremost citizens. I cannot think htm 
dead. 
His immortality ba> strong bold 


on me 
Some men die^readlly enough. 


You think of them aa abstractions and 
yon do not miss them when they are 
gone, but this man, father, brother, 
friend, so lived bis Immortality tbat It 
shall be discordant, a real Incongruity, tu 
speak of him as dead. 
, 


'Be was tbo fiJend of all and tbe en- 


emy of none, an earnest man of strong 
convictions, uncompromising 
principle 


and unflinching Integrity. His trained 
mind enabled him to see clearly, think 
deeply and reason oogently, while In bis 
cenerous nature there was a deep well of 
charity for nil who dlflercd-from him, and 
in bis big heart there wai a feeling of 


kindneaa and often affection /for those 
whose opinions on many matteri he could 
not share. He bad no bobby. 
He moved 


in no rnts. Forward was bli morto and 
upward his aim. Ho was controlled by a 
seme ot justice and an instinct of rlgbte 
ousnesg. He was the embodiment of the 
ideal character, the Ideal temperament 
He was open to conviction and right with 
him was ever supreme. Bo had bis own 
Ideas, which with quiet dignity he main- 
tlaned, but his persistence larely assumed 
an aggressive form. 
He bad tbe tender- 


ness of real strength and the strength of 
real tenderness. All pomp and show he 


He could no more bear a sham 


than be a sham himself. 


'One of his characteristics was his 


youthful kplrlt. 
When tbe ordinary man 


passes over the border line of three score 
years and ten he Is spoken of as an old 
man. Who ever thought of Dr. Barnes as 
an old man? If old, he was tbe younpe't 
man 1 ever knew. 
He loved .young peo- 


ple, sought their society and enjoyed their 
presence and they felt no restraint when 
In bis company. His sympathies and 
tastes were largely theirs. He was not 
only stalwart, vigorous, well preserved 
physically, mentally and morally, but hii 
heart was young. 


"Another of bis oharactartatlOB was 


cheerfulness. His company was as exbil- 
iaratlng as a sea breeze. His glad vital- 
ity gave a new spring to yonr own powers 
of enjoyment 
It was this together with 


bis philosophic mood tbat enabled him to 
get the very best out of life tbat there 
was in It and In tl is be leaves a much 
needed lesson for the men of Decatur. 


"A>:d yet, with all he was a sorloos 


man. He loved his children, was proud 
of them. He escaped decay and tbe de- 
crepitude of old age. 
He knew no pain 


and no shook and he met tbe grim visitor 
without droad or regret. Death was not 
an interruption, but a climax. Above 
bis spirit and his name abides the endur- 
ing covenant of peace. His memory 1» 
like a cloudless sky, his o onsolenoe like a 
sea at rest- But be has gone from us. 
Onr city is tbe poorer. I bear but one 
testimony. 'He was my friend.' I be 
bold but one sorrow, which is everywhere 
showing 
itselt In tears, because this 


strong, useful mon has been so suddenly 
called away. But I do not think of him 
as unfortunate In bin-death. 


"I shall not believe tbat even now his 


Jlght is extinguished. Another has said, 
when standing by an open grave. 'In tbe 
night of death hope sees a star and listen- 
Ing love can hear the rustle of a wing. If 
tbe Father deigns to touch with divine 
power the cold, pulseless heart ot the 
burl«d aoorn and make it to burst forth 
from Its prlton walls, will He leave neg- 
lected in the earth tbe soul made ID the 
image of the creator? If He stoops to 
give the rose bush, whose withered blos- 
soms float upon the breeze, tbe sweet as- 
surance of another spring time, will He 
withhold tbe words of hope from the gen- 
tle PODS of men when the frosts of winter 
oome?

ing at tho end of East Moiletta etreot, 
over In the Fifth ward where they camp- 
sd out minus shelter and rather short of 
food. 
Some of tbe strikers went on 


home, going afoot or on freight trains 
burafasbl-n. But tbe greater body of 
the men 
stlUJ In the.olty, for how long 


r.obody knows. They nre now about a 
quarter of a mile from tho old shaft. 
None of the strikers bothtred tbe mirors 
this morning. All of the men went down 
as usual, and'tbere Is no Interruption in 
tbe business. It Is represented that Mr. 
Conard wanted to get rid of the campers 
on blfl plane, and tbat they went away 
supposing that they were to return to 
Spr'ngBeld. That was what Hev. Archie 
Nell gave a reporter to understand when 
the wugons passed along on West Wood 
street yesterday. 
Evidently be did not 


want to reveal nil his plans. He kept bis 
own oounsel.lntendmg to swing the strik- 
ers around tbe olty bO tbat they could be 
nearer the old shaft, for what purpose the 
next few days will probably develop.

noon tbat not more than a do/en alleged 
striking minors are in the camp at tho 
east end of Marietta street, and that but 
few of tbe men are now In tbe olty. A 
dozen of the Sprlngfleld men left for tbelr 
homes yesterday nnd more walked to Har- 
rlstown whore tbiy suid they would got 
on freight trains and beat tholr way back. 
Three men went to Moawequa. It is 
known tbat eighteen of the party got on 
freight trains early this morning nnd 
started for Springfleld. It Is the opinion 
of the olHcors that most of tho men cow 
hero ore tramps wbo hiive boon camping 
with tho strikers, nud would not work if 
offered five dollurs a day.
